He became a malXsr after 
the and of 1952# appealing to do his work well* He began to secure sis ops 
In East Berlin, which he claimed to get through two friends mho mere 
postal officials in * 9 and *8. S. fled to w. Berlin in Hay 19%, since 
he appeared to be endangered by the arrest of a number of old mailers. 

He mas surveillsd by CAXRDIT in East Berlin oaths day before his flight j 
his story did not jibe in all respects with the surveiller’s report—this 
mas put down at tbs time as the result of St's efforts to build his story 
up a little bit for purposes of political recognition* (He had not been 
used as mailer from August to Deosmbsr 1953# due to arrest of Aha mailers 
mho knew his CABHOIT activity -ft* had pushed to be reactivated, however, 
and on hls6*n wish mas used to get stamps after Jan 195U)« S's common 
law wife (Emma 30ESB) and his one child remained in East Berlin after 
his removal to the *est. Contact with him was not dropped, since he mas

The latter surveillance was 
carried out on three days in July, but revealed xmtdm nothing out of 
the ordinary.

Debriefing of a recent refugee who used to work In the post office where 
S's two suppliers supposedly work showed that one of the friends naj»d 
by S was known to the farmer employee; the other was unknown. 

Also noted the fact that S. has recently bought a second band FIAT for 
000 Dtf, according to him. 



GARBO concluded with his conviction that S. is really an SFS agent. Discussed 
possible explanations for the telephone call aside from explanation of SPS 



connection.

As the attached report shows, the SFS officer who interrogated BOCHKR 
purported to have on his desk a copy of a report written by Dr* Berger, 
the CADROIT staffer who had deAt with the arrestees* Debriefing of her 
indicated this to be only a bluff ueed to aid in the SFS interrogation, 
however* It was also learned after the arrests that Bran of the lf7 
was also in contact with KUHL (a former friend of his from old Potsdam

SFS after temporary arrest due to a letter ha had written RIAS dmmnttdag 
through a W. Berlin cower address. UA stated he received only local KEI'a 
unconnected with CADBOXT. Duaing the next visit in Aug 1955 the UA 
admitted he had worked for RIAS under the same cover naee$ checks with 
RIAS .^onflraed that he had delivered reports there. GARBO distrusts 
the lU’e motives, however, has reconaended to UDELL that the UA be 
terminated. 

g. CARBO delivered report and copy of latter sent by the SFS to 
Hluhn of the staff through his East Berlin residing brother. This is the 
continuation of an action which began with the SFS directing the couslx^ 
to visit Blobi but not to reveal that he came ft*oa the SFS. The latter 
has now cone out in the open.

CAEROIT was not really an official agency* might not have the privileges In 
this respect that agencies of tbs government have. CAR90 stated it was 
completely impossible that such actions could be maintained for CAEROJT's 
part In granting or denying recognltjL^A* CAEROIT does not give the derog info 
Itself to the BRA7* but states whether there Is derog in the CAEROIT files or not. 



There was another poa ability, however: CADROIT assembles derog info re died- 
in-tbe-wool SED’ers, SFS Spitael, etc, which it publishes n the propaganda 
material which it a end* into the Zone (t^ticularly *£ the Bezlrk newspapers)—* 
Haem M» the whole purpose of this is to "Injure” the person named by wamlzg 
those who come in con tat with him. Persons so named might later bring libel 
actions* GARBO will check the matter* (Hotel RIAS earlier stopped broadcasting 
similar aterial due to . complaiq^l 'of injury, etc*)*
